Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 2G.—A strike 


for increased wages of all switchmen 
belonging to the Switchmen's Union 
of North America in the Pittsbug 
district was inaugurated this morn- 
ing. Reports have not been received 
from all the yards, but the oflicials 
of the union say it affects every road 
entering Pittsburg except the Pitts- 
bug, Fort Wayne and Chicago and 
Pitfc&urg, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and 


St. Louis, and all private individuals 
and corporations. There are between 
six hundred and one thousand mem- 
bers of the local organization and the 
union officials 
claim that the re- 


sponse was general. 


In their demand the switchmen 


asked for the 
enforcement 
of the 


standard scale of wages. This calls 
for 27 cents an hour for day foremen 
and conductors, the night men t j re- 
ceive two cents more per hour* their 
work being more difficult and dan- 
gerous. Tinder the new schedule the 
day helpers and brakemen are lated 
at 25 cents an hour and the night 
men at 27 cents. 
The switchmen 


claim that the tonnage handled by 
them in this city is much greater 
than that handled by other men in 
other cities. 


Whether the strikers will secure 


the support of other railroad men 
cannot be learned at this tim°. The 
officials of the union claim the otilier 
railroad organizations cannot, if they 
adhere to the principles laid down 
by their organizations, conscientious- 
ly oppose them. It has been stated 
by W. G. Lee, first vice master, fchnt 
the Brotherhood of Trainmen is not 
in favor of the strike and will not 
endorse it. 


EFFECT IS WIDESPREAD, 


It is learned that the strike not 


only affects Pittsburg, but McKees 
Bocks, McKeesport. Braddock and ad- 
jacent territory. Its influence will 
probably be visibly felt by mill own- 
ers throughout the state. Following 
the big steel strike so closely the 
present trouble is quite likely to in- 
terfere materially with 
shipments. 


But the railroad officials believe they 
-will ibe able to cope with the situa- 
tion, and that with the assistance of 
the brotherhood traffic will 
not be 


materially affected* 
There has not, 


however, been a time in the history 
of the city when traffic in and out of 
Pittsburg was so heavy. The yards 
are badly crowded now. The strikers 
say they are overworked on this ac^ 
count and that they are forced to 
•work overtime to keep cars in motion.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 26.—At least 
alf a hundred men who began their 
ay's work in the factory of the Pen- 
>erthy Injector company are victims 
f au explosion of the large boiler 
situated in one end of the structure 
;n which they were at work. Of these 
sixteen are known to be dead and the 
jodies of several others are believed 
o be beneath the debris. 
The "boiler was located in one end 
f a three story brick building 54 by 
00 feet in size. That structure was 
instantly and completely reduced to 


mass of burning ruins. The only 


men on the first floor, which was 
argely utilized as a store room* were 
the engineers, 
firemen and' some 


workmen who were making altera- 
ions. All of these were either kill- 
id or badly maimed. On the second 
floor were 75 finishers; on the third 
were 75 brass moulders. Just how 
many escaped from this building is 
,ot yet determined, but up to 1 
'clock 38 injured had been taken to 
.ospitals and twelve dead bodies had 
>een gotten out of the debris.

HARROWING SCENES.

He was, however, still alive 
this afternoon, but unable, of course, 
to give any light on the cause of 
the disaster.

bulance3 w-ere busy carrying away 
the vicrtims. 


A gang of public works employes 


worked ait removing the hot debris 
as rapidly as possible and a great 
crowd cf spectators was roped back 
from ihe vicinity, the intersection of 
Abbott and Seventih streets.

bulk of tlie sufferers were rushed to 
Emergency Irosptial four blocks dis- 
tant. Their injuries ranged

His 
store on Columbia street is well 
remembered as a prominent mercan- 
til establishment of its day. 
Some 


time later he formed a partnership 
with Wade Shoaff, the firm becoming 
Abbott & Shoaff, and continuing for 
a number of years. 


WAS ELECTED AUDITOR. 


Politically Mr. Abbott was a demo- 


crat, and he took an active interest 
in the politics of the county for many 
years* He made the race for auditor 
of Allen county a number of times, 
and at the October election, 1874, was 
successful, taking his seat tho month 
following1, and serving one term in 
this capacity. 


Soon after his retirement from offi- 


cial position Mr, Abbott began the 
development of a mineral well upon 
an extensive tract of property winch 
he owned just east of the city, and 
erected there what became the Abbott 
sanitarium, but disposed of his in 
terests in this property a number of 
years ago. During the later years 
of his business life he was engaged 
in the real estate business, a portion 
of the time associated with Messrs. 
Ente and Carrier. The Abbott resi- 
dence Was for many years on Berry 
street, and later the family lived for 
a short time in the country, soon re- 
turning to the city* 


Mrs. Abbott died about ten years 


ago.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 26.—At least 


half a hundred men who began their 
day's work in the factory of the Pen- 
bertky Injector company are victims 
of au explosion of the large 'boiler 
situated in one end of the structure 
in which they were at work. Of these 
sixteen are known to "be dead and the 
bodies of several others are believed 
to be beneath the dffbris. 


The 'boiler was located in one end 


of a three story brick building 54 by 
100 feet in size. That structure -was 
instantly and completely reduced to 
a mass of burning ruins. The only 
men on the first floor, which was 
largely utilized as a store room, were 
the engineers, 
firemen 
and some 


workmen who were making altera- 
tions. All of these were either kill- 
ed or badly maimed. On the second 
floor were 75 finishers; on the third 
were 75 brass moulders. Just how 
many escaped from this building is

determined, but up to I 


o'clock 38 injured had been takeu to 
hospitals and twelve dead bodies -had 
been gotten out of the debris.
